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FRENCH SEIZE PORTS. 

Turkish Customs Grabbed Because 
the Sultan Wouldn't Settle.

Paris, Nov. 5. — An official dlspafrh 
announces the arrival of Admiral Gail- 
lard's Bquadrou at Smyrna. It has 
eelzed the customs of three ports on 
the island of Mitylene. 

Admiral CaiUard's iquadron arrlT?d 
oft th« Island of Byra. in the Grecian 
archipelago, Monday and detached a 
boat which entered the port of Syra 
and received from the telegraph sta- 
tion a batch of dispatches containing 
dsllnita Instructions from the French 
■OTammtnt regardlnc tha sealed or- 
dtn which were handed to the ad- 
miral previous to his leaving Toulon. 
These dispatches directed Admiral 
CalUard to proceed to the isliiiul nf 
Mitylene to seize the customs at .Mi- 
dlllt, and at another port The foreign 
olllc* hera haa not yet received the 
saltan's .reply to the note presented 
by If. Baptiste. counsellor of the 
French legation at ronstantinopl(>. 

When the l'"renrli ^^overnnient decid- 
ed to send a French squadron to Tur- 
key, It debated whether to seize the 
customs at Salonica. Beirut or 
Smyrna as it was realised that the re- 
ceipts of one of these three big ports 
would be required to pi ndur a suffici- 
ent sum to pay off the French claims 
without a long ocupation which was 
considered .Inadvisable. The occupa- 
tion of Salonica was at once dismissed 
because It might create the false im- 
pression that France was aiming to 
reopen the Macedonian (iiiesMon. The 
occupr'ion of Beirut was also si t 
set aside owing to the French position 
and Interests in Syria, where the pop- 
nlation looks upon France as its pro- 
tector. The occupation of Beirut, 
therefore was certain to create trou- 
ble and perhaps, even a rebellion. The 
( holce of M. Delcasse, conseiiuently 
fell on Smyrna, which offers equal ad- 
▼antages to the other ports wlthojt 
having their politlpal drawbacks. Sat- 
urday, however, came the dispatch 
from M. Baptiste announcing the Issu- 
ing of the sultan's irade accepting the 
Lorando claim inltsentlroty, as France 
demanded. This dispatcu slightly mod- 
ified the aspect of the situation inas- 
much as M. Delcasse came to vae con- 
clusion that the sultan would now set- 
tle the money claims and would, with- 
in a few days, produce the guarantees 
which France demanded for their pay- 
ment. T]»e necessity for seizing big 
castoms tk'ereiOre became less press- 
ing, although the necessity for occu- 
pying Turkish territory In order to ex- 
ercise pressure and compel the sultan 
to concede the demands respecting 
Turkey's disregard of French treaty 
rights, Btlll remained urgent. The gov 
emment therefore decided that Ad- 
miral CaiUard should occupy a couple 
of ports on the island of Mitylene. 
which is conveniently close to Symrna. 
So. should the government's Impres- 
sion that the sultan will satisfactorily 
settle the monetary question without 
detVT prove unjustified, and the cus- 
ton^s receipts st Mitylene not sufBcient 
to meet the French claims Symrna 
can yet be occupied. In the mean- 
while the occupation of the ports on 
the Island of Mitylene is more con- 
venient from a military point of view 
as the French cannot be easily dis- 
turbed on that Island, whereas, 
Smyrna being on the mainland, its 
occupation might have more serioua 
developments than are desired. 

The French government, however, 
trusts that the whole dllBculty will 
very shortly be arranged to its satis 
faction and hopes that the treaty stip 
ulations will be earlrled out by the is- 
sue of irades such as giving oerUin 
French schools permission to open, 
which thus far has been withheld, and 
also by giving official recognition 
throughout the Turkish empire to 
diplomas issued by the French medical 
faculty at Beirut. 

Leodon. Nov. 6.— The British for- 
eign oflice has no request from Tur- 
key, as announced by a Constantino- 
ple correspondent to fulfill the terms 
of the convention of 1878 by which 
in exchange for the island of Cypress, 
Great Britain, guaraniteed the integ- 
rity of sultan's Asiatic possesaions. 

KItehener Still Explalnlnfh 
London. Nov. S.<— Lord Kitchener in 

a report to the war oflice under date 
of Nov. 4, giving further details of the 
recent engagement near Brakenlaagt. 
Eastern Transvaal, between Colonel 
Benzon'B column and the Boers, says: 
"Tbo Boers were unable to remove the 
gtl'S they captured until a British am- 
bulance went out when under cover of 
the ambulance, the burghers carried 
them off. The Boer losses were un- 
doubtedly heavy, but no correct estl 
mate of them is obtainable. Com 
maader Oppermiin was killed and 



Chris Botha was wounded. The Boers 
are reported tb have behaved badly to 
the British wounded." He also reports 
Cape Colony to the eastward of the 
Western railway is cleared of Boers 
with the exception of the Fouche-My- 
burg-Wessels command of 400 men 
with which Oeneral French Is now 
deallnf." 

British Boots and Shoes. 

London. Nov. 6.— Visitors to the 
shoe and leather fair are impressed 

by the fact that the British boot and 
shoe trade Is laigely dependent upon 
American machinery. One British ex- 
hibitor said: "Americans are 20 years 
ahead of us in machinery. Fortunate- 
ly, we In Bngland can buy the same 
machinery as the Americans are using 
so there is still hope for our trade." 



AT SEA IN A OANOE. 

Two >Ien Reach Haniuaii Islands on a 
Ventureitoiiip Voyage. 
Apia, Nov. B. — Captain J. C. Voss 
and A. K. Luxton, the adventurous 
Canadians who sailed from Vancouver 
early in July in an Indian dugout ca- 
noe for a voyage around the world, ar- 
rived here safe and sound, having 
traveled 6,400 miles. After leaving 
Vancouver, B. C, they sailtjd T>ti days 
without seeing land or sail of any de- 
scription and Aug. 31 they landed at 
Penrhyn Island. From thera they 
cruised to Apia, arriving Oct. 10. The 
ventursome travelers remained but a 
few hours in Apia, only long enough to 
secure a supply of water and provi- 
sions, and then set sail for Sydney, by 
way of Fiji. Both men were in good 
health and expressed themselves as 
satisfied that they would be able tO 
complete their undertaking. 

Submarine Telephone. 

Washington. Nov. .'").— Belgium and 
the Netherlands are to have telephon- 
ic communication with London and 
Other large cities of S^nsland, accord- 
ing to a report to the state depart- 
ment from United States , Consul 
Roosevelt, dated a! Brussels, Oct 10. 
Mr. Roosevelt says that very soon 
a new submarine telephonic cable 
will be laid connecting Brusseli with 
London and that tl^ circuit will be so 
disposed as \o Imrve, besides Ltadon 
and Brussels, Antwerp, Liege, Birm- 
ingham, Manchester and Liverpool. 
The point of Immersion on the Bel- 
glum side will be near La Panne, and 
the line will emerge agalp at Rams* 
gate on the English coast. 

Butcher's Strong Right Arm. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Nov. 5. — Mich- 
ael Brennan. 23, of Dover Plalu was 
arrested and charged with the morder 

of Andrew Keough, a tramp, whom he 
assaulted for insulting his mother.

Dead Man Wn!« Doubled and Forced 
Into K<'('i'|i< II e-lli')i(l Won Almost 
Severed— Crime Kevivee RecoU 
leq^oa of Former Horror* 

Chicago, Nov. 5 — The body of a man 
whose head was almost severed from 
his body was discovered In a flour 
barrel on a strip of prairie near Rice 

street and Western avenue. The vic- 
tim's feet were securely bound in a 
gunnysack and tlie body doubled, from 
which it was apparent his slayer or 
slayers had experienced difllculty in 
forcing the body into the receptacle. 
Beside the wound In the neck, there 
was a deep gash on the man's face. 

The man Is believed to be Antonio 
Napoli. who. wi'h 2.') other Italian la- 
borers, reached Chicago Monday nii,.it 
from Iowa ('enter. la. 

Two workmen discovered the body. 
They were attracted by the stench 
which came from a barrel lying on Its 
side. They investigated and then no- 
tified the police, who advanced the 
oi)inion that the man had been mur- 
dered, fhief of Police O'.N'eill said 
that the work indicated more than 
robbery had been intended, and sug- 
gested that the man had been the vic- 
tim of some vendetta, as a dollar was 

found on the body. 

Rocco Caiii;i . a saloonkeeper, iden- 
tified the body jis tliat of .\ntonio Na- 
poli, whom he had not seen since Na- 
poli left Chicago a year ago. He said 
Napoli probably bad gone to make 
the rounds of his old haunts and had 
met some enemy The place where 
the barrel was found has been used 
for years as a duaiping ground. 
Twelve ycnrs ago It furnished another 
murder iii,\stery which has never been 
cleared up. The victim of this old 
crime was Ataella Olson, a domestic. 

After an investigation detectives de- 
clared that the murder was not com- 
mitted where the body was f<)\ind. hut 
that the grewsoiiy burden was 
brought to the spot in a wagon. The 
barrel was secured at both ends, but 
in dumping It from the vehicle one of 
the heads was knocked out. Had it 
not been for this accident the attempt 
to conceal the crime would probably 
have been successful. 

The gunnysack In whk h the dead 
man's feet were tied bore the name of 
Datto'M. An Italian fruit peddler. Vin 
cenz Dattoli. has been arrested bv the 
police, who discovered In his shop sev- 
; eral barrels and baps similar to th' 
I in which the body was found.

Manills, Nov. 5.— A plot to massa- 
ere the American garriaon at Montca- 
da, province of Tarlac, Island of Lu- 
eon, has been revealed by the wife of 

Se\eral of 
the town offl( ials are implicated in the 
scheme. The woman who revealed 
the plot hid a detective beneath a 
house la which the leaders of the con* 
splracy were meeting. Arrests follow* 
ed and many incriminating p<ipers 
were seized. The plan was to set fire 
to a house, close to the barrat k.s. after 
dark and when the soldiers came out 
to assist in extinguishing the flames, 
160 Filipinos armed with bolos wero 
to rush on the guards, capture their 
arms and massacre the garrison.
